White Star line, which was In colli­ 
sion with the Italian liner Florida 
early Saturday morning off Nantuck­ 
et, Mass., has sunk.

Her passengers, taken off many hours 
before, are on the steamship Baltic, 
Which was off Sandy Hook at a late 
hour making for this port. 
The Republica was in tow of the 
revenue cutter Gresham and the dere­ 
lict destroyer Seneca, proceeding to 
New York, when she sank. 
On board her was Captain Sealby 
with a volunteer detail of fifty of her 
crew. 
She had been towed but a 
short distance when she began to set­ 
tle rapidly. 
Seeing no hope of saving 
the ship, Captain Sealby gave the or­ 
der to abandon the ship and the crew 
was taken off by the Gresham, which 
cast loose from the crippled liner and 
stood by until she sank beneath the 
waves. 
The Gresham and the Seneca then 
headed for the Massachusetts coast 
and will land Captain Sealby and his 
trav e crew at Greyhead, Mass., or 
Newport. R. I.

Minister Loomis— Outlines Attitude 
of Japan. 


Washington, Jan, 23.—Marquis Kat- 
sura, the prime minister of Japan, and 
Count Komura, the minister of foreign 
affairs, recently explained in Tokio to 
Francis B. Loomis, commissioner gen­ 
eral to the Japanese exposition, the 
attitude and position of the Japanese 
government in respect to the main 
question at issue between the people 
and the governments of the two coun­ 
tries. 
"I was deeply and agreeably im­ 
pressed,” said Mr. Loomis, "with the 
statem ents of Count Komura respe« t 
ing the United States. 
Count Komu­ 
ra said the Japan's aspirations were 
for peace that so far as the U"it«*d 
States was concerned his government 
most heartily desired to preserve, un­ 
impaired and unbroken, the historic 
friendship between Japan 
and the 
United States. 
He said th«* people 
had long felt that the L'nited States 
had been not only a friend to Japan, 
but a very dependable and helpful one 
and that his gov«*rnment earnestly 
desired this friendship to continue and 
would loyally endeavor to do its ut­ 
most to maintain It. 
lie pointed out 
that the action of his government had 
borne out its words and promises. 
" 'In the m atter of the emigration 
of Japanese laborers,’ said Count Ko- 
mura, 'we are doing our utmost to 
work in harmony with the government 
of the Unite 1 States, and to meet its 
wishes. 
We 
arc 
energetically 
dis­ 
couraging emigration to the United 
Stat**s 
and 
elsewh« re, 
except 
to 
Korea, Formosa and parts of Man­ 
churia. 
It Is now the definite policy 
of the governimmt of Japan to con 
centrate 
Us 
surplus 
population 
in 
these parts of the Orient. 
“ ‘I think there will be little com­ 
plaint concerning the emigration of 
Japanese laborers in the future on the 
part of any government in America.' 
"Count Komura then made it very 
plain 
that 
while 
his 
government 
would not fail eff«*< tivoly to restrict 
emigration and while It would spar * 
no just and proper efforts to main­ 
tain the most cordial and friendly re­ 
lations with this country, he hoped 
that on our part there would be no 
discrimination made against Japanese 
subjects, and that in due time the 
public sentiment in this country may 
be as favorable to hfs countrymen as 
to foreigners residing in the XJntted 
States.”

Komura Discusses the Subject With 


M inister Loomis— Outlines Attitude 


of Japan. 


Washington, Jan. 25.—Marquis Kat- 
sura, the prime minister of Japan, and 
Count Komura, the minister of foreign 
affairs, recently explained in Tokio to 
Francis B. Loomis, commissioner gen­ 
eral to the Japanese exposition, the 
attitude and position of the Japanese 
government in respect to the main 
question at issue between the people 
and the governments of the two coun­ 
tries. 
“I was deeply and agreeably im­ 
pressed,” said Mr. Loomis, “with the 
statements of Count Komura respect­ 
ing the United States. Count Komu­ 
ra said the Japan’s aspirations were 
for peace that so far as the United 
States was concerned his government 
most heartily desired to preserve, un­ 
impaired and unbroken, the historic 
friendship between Japan and the 
I'nited States. He said the people 
had long felt that the United States 
had been not only a friend to Japan, 
but a very dependable and helpful one 
and that his government earnestly 
desired this friendship to continue and 
would loyally endeavor to do its ut­ 
most to maintain it. 
He pointed out 
that the action of his government had 
borne out its words and promises. 
“ ‘In the matter of the emigration 
of Japanese laborers,’ said Count Ko­ 
mura, ‘we are doing our utmost to 
work In harmony with the government 
of the United States, and to meet it *. 
wishes. 
We 
are 
energetically 
dis­ 
couraging emigration to the United 
States 
and 
elsewhere, 
except 
to 
Korea, Formosa and parts of Man­ 
churia. 
It is now the definite policy 
of the government of Japan to con­ 
centrate 
its 
surplus 
population 
in 
these parts of the Orient. 
“ ‘I think there will be little com­ 
plaint concerning the emigration of 
Japanese laborers in the future on the 
part of any government in America.’ 
“Count Komura then made it very 
plain 
that 
while 
his 
government 
would not fail effectively to restrict 
emigration and while it would spare 
no Just arui proper efforts to main­ 
tain the most cordial and friendly re­ 
lations with this country, he Hoped 
that on our part there would be no 
discrimination made against Japanese 
subjects, and that in due time the 
public sentiment In this country may 
be as favorable to his countrymen as 
to foreigners residing In the United 
States.”

next Tuesday. 
M. I. Mott, attorney for the Creek

conduct In relation to the Muskogee 
lot matter, but that I might be able 
to force an indictment wh’ch will an­ 
swer our purpose. 
I never made such 
a statement to MacReynolds or to any 
one else.” 
It Is believed that many indict­ 
ments will follow as a result of the 
Investigation. 


Cleveland’* Chief of Police Declares 
it Is a Success. 
Cleveland, Jan. 25.—The so-call 1 
“Golden Rule” policy inaugurated bv 
Chief of Police Kohler of this city 
about a year ago with a view to mini­ 
mizing the number of arrests consis­ 
tent with law and order continues to 
attract the attention of police authori­ 
ties, not only In this country, but 
throughout Europe as well. 
Inquiries 
concerning the plan have been re­ 
ceived from nearly all sections of the 
civilized world. Chief Kohler, discuss­ 
ing the subject, said: 
“The common sense or so termed 
’Golden Rule* policy in making arrests 
has obtained results beyond all expec­ 
tations and the effect has been so 
great that the old custom of making 
arrests will soon and should be, In 
my judgment, a thing of the past. 
“The total number of arrests for 
the year 1907 was 30,418 under the 
old system. 
For 1908 the total ar­ 
rests were 10,085 under the ‘Golden 
Rule’ policy, a decrease of 66 per 
cent. 
“There was less crime and less 
property stolen in Cleveland in 1908 
than during the previous year. 
“First and minor offenders are not 
given prison records, disgraced and 
humiliated, but are allowed to go to 
their work without being detained In 
prison and thus the necessities of life 
are not taken from their families.”

Edward Arnstead Died at Fergus 


Falls as Result of Burns 


Received Then 


BROUGHT HERE FOR 
BURIAL 


Deceased was Brother-in-law of 


John Hagan of the Town of 


Long Lake 
When one speaks of the number of 
fatalities resulting from some great 
calamity it is impossible to look into 
the future and see the tragedies which 
linger in its wake. The terrible Hinck­ 
ley fire occurred over fifteen years ago, 
yet death claimed one of its victims 
only a few days ago, when Edward 
Arnstead, of the town of Long Lake, 
Crow Wing county, died in the inrane 
hospital. 
Arnstead, who was then a 
young man of about 22 years of age, 
was severely burned by a fire which is 
said to have come across the c juntry from 
Hinckley. 
From that time on he be­ 
came afflicted with fits, which continued 
to grow worse and more frequent un­ 
til they unbalanced his mind complete­ 
ly and it became necessary, in July 
of 1906 to remove him to the state 
asylum for the insane, where he re­ 
mained until his death last week. 
The 
remains were brought to Brainerd on 
Saturday and were taken to the resi­ 
dence of John Hagan, of Long Lake, 
where funeral services were held on 
Sunday.

tied and taken to tin* nearest British 
post.

young man named Booth, a Tory, said 
he would go home and get a pair of 
cotton lines, used in those days for 
plowing. Trt give.’ and lie grinned at 
Ryau, ‘a whole season in the cornfield 
to see that old ---- tied.’ 
lie brought 
the lines, and Ryau was sent off. 
In 
some way he got loose; was rescued 
maybe. The first thing lie did was to 
notify Booth that he meant to kill 
him 
Booth hid In the woods, and 
Ryan couldn’t find him. 
“it was late In the spring when one 
morning before the break of day Ryan 
burled his musket in a pile of &ead 
leaves and climbed a bushy poplar 
tree near Booth's house. 
lie waited 
all day 
Women went to the spring 
to get water, balancing tlie buckets on 
their heads, sis is the practice in the 
south, and one of them put out a wash. 
Ryan kept on watching there in the 
tree. 
“About an hour before sundown a 
sister of Booth went along the grass 
bordered path to the spring. She had 
a wooden bucket in her hand, and 
Ryan, right above her among the 
branches, saw something in it. When 
she got to the spring she looked cau­ 
tiously about. Seeing nothing, hearing 
nothing, she took a tin bucket out of 
the wooden one and started off into 
the forest. 
Ryan slid from the tree, 
found ids gun and stalked her as he 
would a deer. 
“She came to a log, whore her broth­ 
er met her. 
He ate, and she talked. 
Ryan purposely made a noise, and 
they looked and saw him, musket in 
hand, only a few feet away. They fell 
on their knees and pleaded, but Ryan 
killed Booth right there In the pres­ 
ence' of his sister. 
My grandfather 
named his son after Ryan, and the 
son, my father, gave the name to me.”

HINCKLEY FIRE 


Edward Amstead Died at Fargus 
Falls as Rssult of Burns 
Rocsivod Then 


BROUGHT HERE FOR 
BURIAL 


Deceased was Brotlwr-hHaw of 
John Hagan of the Town of 
Long Lake 
When one speaks of the number of 
fatalities resulting from some great 
calamity it is impossible to look into 
the future and see the tragedies which 
linger in its wake. The terrible Hinck­ 
ley fire occurred over fifteen years ago, 
yet death claimed one of its victims 
only a few days ago, when Edward 
Amstead, of the town of Long Lake, 
Crow Wing county, died in the insane 
hospital. Amstead, who was then a 
young man of about 22 years of age, 
was severely burned by a fire which is 
said to have come across the country from 
Hinckley. 
From that time on he be­ 
came afflicted with fits, which continued 
to grow worse and more frequent un­ 
til they unbalanced his mind complete­ 
ly and it became necessary, in July 
of 1906 to remove him to the state 
asylum for the insane, where he re­ 
mained until his death last week. The 
remains were brought to Brainerd on 
Saturday and were taken to the resi­ 
dence of John Hagan, of Long Lake, 
where funeral services were held on 
Sunday.

Senator Alderman Tells of Legisla­ 
tion, lf Enacted that will be 
of Interest 
Senator S. F. Alderman, who was up 
from St. Paul to spend Sunday with 
hit family, favored a Dispa tc h repre­ 
sentative with a brief interview as to 
the legislation in which Brainerd and 
Crow Wing county is interested. 
The bill for transferring the appro­ 
priation for a bridge across the Bay 
Lake Narrows secured two years ago, 
to the road and bridge fund of Crow 
Wing county, which was introduced by 
Senator Alderman at the request of the 
town board of Bay Lake has been rec­ 
ommended for passage and will soon 
become a law. 
* The Works-Alderman bill, providing 
for the extension of the Torrens sys­ 
tem of registry of titles to real estate 
to the entire state, is before the senate 
judiciary committee with fair prospects 
of being recommended for passage. 
The bill creating a third judge in the 
Fifteenth judicial district has been rec­ 
ommended for passage by an unani­ 
mous vote of the senate judiciary com­ 
mittee and will undoubtedly become a 
law within the next few days. 
Senate file No. 150, Senator Alder­ 
man’s bill requiring investigation of 
the character of applicants for liquor 
licenses, and providing a penalty for i 
misrepresentation on the part of the 
applicant, and also making it a misde­ 
meanor for any licensing body to fail 
to properly investigate the applicant’s 
history, is now before the senate com­ 
mittee on temperance and will undoubt­ 
edly meet with fanorable recommenda­ 
tion and become a law. 
Senator Nelson has presented a bill 
limiting the number of saloons in any 
city or town to I for each 500 inhabi­ 
tants but making no provision for exist­ 
ing saloons and it is before the senate 
committee on te mperanc e. Senator Al­ 
derman has introduced Senate file No. 
149, which is identical with the Nelson 
bill except that there shall be no reduc­ 
tion in the existing number of saloons in 
any city or town. 
The fight of the session will probably 
be over the proposed tonnage tax bill. 
Senator Alderman, together with rep­ 
resentatives Brown and KHng, is op­ 
posed to this measure, believing it not 
only detrimental to the interests of the 
district, but unjust in principal. Though 
such a bill was defeated in the house 
two years ago, fears are expressed that 
it may pass that body. It is expected, 
however, that should such be the case 
the bill will be killed in the senate. 
Senator Alderman expresses himself 
as well pleased with the outlook on all 
matters in which Brainerd and this 
county and district are interested.

TILLMAN’S SECOND NAME. 


Why th* Senator Aroused by Prosi* 
dent Roosevelt Wee Named Ryan. 
How Ryan was Incorporated Into 
Senator Benjamin It. Tillman’s baptis­ 
mal name was thus told a few years 
ago by the South Carolina statesman 
who Is charged by President Roosevelt 
with using his position as ti senator to 
further his interest iii Oregon land 
cases and other private affairs: 
“The Ryan In my name came from 
an old Whig captain who served in 
the Revolutionary war,” he said. 
"He 
was a neighbor of my grandfather 
and a terrible man against the Tories. 
There were many Tories In South 
Carolina. 
They were a third of the 
population. I guess. 
Ityau was a ter­ 
ror In all that region. The Tories fled 
to the timber, with him in pursuit. 
After the British captured Charleston 
the Whigs and old Ryan took to the 
woods. 
“A party of English caught up with 
Ryan unexpectedly and made Trtm a 
prisoner. There were an inclination and 
a purpose to butcher him on the spot, 
but he was a colonial officer, a soldier 
under the laws of war and entitled to 
be treated as such. 
It was Anally 
agreed, therefore, that he should be 
tied and taken to the nearest British 
post. 
But there was no rope. 
A 
young man named Booth, a Tory, said 
he would go home and get a pair of 
cotton lines, used In those days for 
plowing. 
‘I’d give.’ and he grinned at 
Ryan, ‘a whole season in the cornfield 
to see that old ---- tied.’ 
He brought 
the lines, and Ryan was sent off. 
In 
some way he got loose; was rescued 
maybe. 
The first thing he did was to 
notify Booth that he meant to kill 
him. 
Booth hid in the woods, and 
Ryan couldn’t find him. 
“It was late In the spring when one 
morning before the break of day Ryan 
buried his musket in a pile of &ead 
leaves and climbed a bushy poplar 
tree near Booth’s house. 
He waited 
all day. 
Women went to the spring 
to get water, balancing the buckets on 
their heads, as is the practice in the 
south, and one of them put out a wash. 
Ryan kept on watching there in the 
tree. 
“About an hour before sundown a 
sister of Booth went along the grass 
bordered path to the spring. 
She had 
a wooden bucket in her band, and 
Ryan, 
right above her among the 
branches, saw something in It. 
When 
she got to the spring she looked cau­ 
tiously about. Seeing nothing, hearing 
nothing, she took a tin bucket out of 
the wooden one and started off Into 
the forest. 
Ryan slid from the tree, 
found his gun and stalked her as he 
would a deer. 
‘’She came to a log, where her broth­ 
er met her. 
He ate, and she talked. 
Ryan purposely made a noise, and 
they looked and saw him, musket in 
hand, only a few feet away. They fell 
on their knees and pleaded, but Ryan 
killed Booth right there In the pres­ 
ence of his sister. 
My grandfather 
named his son after Ryan, and the 
son, my father, gave the name to me.”

Hie Title to Be Peacemaker—World­ 
wide 
Agreement 
Planned 
to 
Do 
Away 
With 
Armies 
and 
Navies. 
The Hague Court to Be Judiciary 
end National Parliament* Legislature. 


For some time William Osborne Mc­ 
Dowell, LL. D., has been at work de­ 
veloping a r^ st farreaching plan for 
universal peaice, by which he hopes to 
avert all war, to abolish standing ar­ 
mies, to stop the building of battle­ 
ships and to substitute justice for force 
all over the earth. 
As a part of this plan he urges that 
on the Lincoln centenary, Feb. 12. the 
'first meeting shall be held to inaugu­ 
rate 
the 
“United 
Nations 
of 
the 
World.’’ with the permanent interna­ 
tional court at The Hague as the judi­ 
ciary department, the united national 
narba merits of the world as the legis­ 
lative department, and au executive, 
whose title shall be “the peacemaker.” 
It is said many well known men have 
given 
approval of Dr. 
McDowell’s 
proposition. 
In telling of his plan Dr. 
McDowell 
says 
in 
the New 
York 
World: 
“Since the entire civilized world Is 
now united by electric bonds into one^ 
body, in constant and instant commu­ 
nication, it is largely interdependent 
and is rapidly becoming more so. War 
now involves the interests of all, and 
therefore one nation has no longer the 
right to break the peace without refer­ 
ence to others. 
“To that end there has been drawn 
up the first draft of ft constitution for 
the United Nations of the World. My 
desire Is that both may be given to a 
movement that will ultimately become 
the practical solution of not alone the 
cessation of war* hut the foundation 
upon which the economic, moral and 
Intellectual aa well as political future 
will be based. Effort has been given 
to make this first draft a document of 
world democracy, giving representa­ 
tion to the organized movements in 
the various nations tending toward the 
betterment of bu man 11 y. 
“After the preamble the three de­ 
partments of world government are 
provided for—the legislative, the exec­ 
utive and the judiciary. Judiciary and 
legislative are provided for about as 
they are here now, but section 3, deal­ 
ing with the executive, Is as follows: 
“Section 3. The executive department 
shall be vested in one individual, whose 
title shall be the peacemaker, and five 
associate individuals, the first of whom 
shall be the coadjutor peacemaker. 
The 
second associate shall be a woman, and 
the other three associates shall consist of 
one selected from each of the three great 
races of the world—the Caucasian, the 
Mongolian and the Ethiopian. 
Their ti­ 
tles shall be respectively first, second, 
third 
and 
fourth 
assistant 
coadjutoi 
peacemaker, and in case of vacancy in 
the office of peacemaker the right of suc­ 
cession shall be in the order above named. 
The term of office shall be six years, and 
neither the peacemaker nor any coadju­ 
tor peacemaker shall be eligible for re- 
election as his own successor. 
“Upon the termination of the term of 
office of the peacemaker he shall receive 
the title of an elder statesman. His sal­ 
ary shall be continued to him for life at 
the rate of one-half the amount paid him 
during his term of office, and, if upon his 
decease he shall leave a widow surviving 
him, then she shall receive during her 
life an annuity equal to one-quarter of 
the salary of the peacemaker. 
Elder 
statesmen shall have no executive power 
or authority whatever, but shall act sole­ 
ly In an advisory capacity, giving the ac­ 
tive peacem aker tbs benefit 
of their 


knowledge and experience gained and be­ 
ing subject at any time to his call for the 
purpose of giving counsel. 
“The peacemaker shall, with the assist­ 
ance of his coadjutors and of the mem­ 
bers of his cabinet, be responsible for the 
execution of all duties that are executive 
In their nature, and he shall nominate to 
the congress or parliament all officers 
authorized by law, these to be confirmed 
or rejected by a majority vote of a quo­ 
rum of yongiess before entering upon 
their duties, except when vacancies occur 
during an adjournment of congress, in 
which event these may be filled by ex­ 
ecutive appointment until congress shall 
meet and shall take action on the same. 
Inaugurations shall be made on the 30th 
day of April after the elections are held. 
“Then come the secretaries, all but 
three of whom shall be president of 
some International organization. These 
are secretary of state, secretary of 
peace, secretary of the treasury, at­ 
torney general and secretaries for a 
number of departments. 
“The peacemaker Is to be elected by 
^m ajority vote, taken by mall, of the 
intellectual leaders of the world, not 
to exceed 100,000, to be approved by 
the members of a committee or by the 
temporarily selected peacemaker, this 
committee to consist of one member 
from each nation with a population 
exceeding 25,000,000. 
“The entire draft of the constitution 
has been published by the Journal of 
American History, which has been 
made our repository. 
To Great Brit­ 
ain belongs the credit of having taken 
up the financial side of the peace 
movement first, 
it has appropriated 
$250,000 to be used at the discretion 
of its premier, frills followed a reso­ 
lution adopted by a unanimous vote 
by the interparliamentary conference 
held 
that year 
in 
the 
parliament 
house, 
London, the motion for Its 
adoption being made by the president 
of the French group and seconded by 
the president of the American group. 
“The success of the United States of 
America Hot only justifies but calls for 
the United Nations of the World."

Character Study of the South Carolina Senator Who Has 
Formerly Been the Challenger, but Is Now Under Charge 
by the President— Striking Incidents in the Career 
of a Man of Great Mental Capacity.

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S re­ 
cent charge

Benjamin It. Tillman of South 
Carolina came aa a thunderbolt, 
without any attempt to spring a sen- 
ntlon, the details of a recent lnvesti- 
t&tlon by postoffice 
inspectors and 
lectret service agents have been made 
jubile, and on their face they seem to 
ndicate that Mr. Tillman has used Ills 
Bflucnce as a senator to induce tile 
government to compel a railroad cor­ 
poration to relinquish its control of 
m d grants from the United States In 
irder that ho and his family and ills 
iccretary, J. B. Knight, might profit 
brough the purchase of somo of the 
and. In addition to this, it is charged 
hat the senator has used his franking 
privilege in numerous instances for 
he conduct of his private business. 
Heretofore Mr. Tillman has been the 
Ballenger. At no time during his polit- 
cal career has he lapsed into even 
temporary obscurity. 
Ile is so essen- 
lally a man of public affairs, so vital 
I part of the business of legislation, 
lo Insistent a participant in congree- 
ilonal activity of every description, so 
inrestrained a critic of public men and 
neasures, that bis name is familiar 
Ihroughout the land, and his utter- 
tnccs and doings are. of real Interest 
lo all men. In view of his wide repu­ 
tation for personal integrity it is little 
ironder that the outcome is a matter 
pf universal moment. 
Good Early Training. 
Senator Tillman's father died when 
the boy was two years old. His moth- 
tr had a plantation of between 4,000 
and 5,000 acres and between 200 and 
150 slaves. 
The senator’s ea,rly edu- 
tation if it could have been continued 


Htions In South Carolina. Reconstruc- 
lon had created a division between 
he classes in the eastern and western 
parts of the state almost as complete 
is that which the war had created be­ 
tween Hie land proprietors and the 
ilaves. 
Until reconstruction occurred 
Jouth Carolina never had a real popu- 
nr government. 
It was so in form 
inly. The coast counties had been set- 
led first nnd, under the parish‘system, 
prganlzed after the manner of the 
Church of England. 
Each parish had 
I senator, while the interior counties, 
arge In aren, had only a senator each. 
In this way there was a one sided and 
infair representation, and the city of 
Charleston nnd the territory contigu- 
>us to it were able almost completely 
:o dominate state affairs. 
The farm­ 
ing classes in the rural communities 
luffered, and it was alleged that pret­ 
ry nearly everything that was In the 
>ody politic was wrong. 
Falling in business, Mr. Tillman en­ 
tered politics to see that a few things 
were changed, nnd he organized the 
termers against the “aristocrats.” 
Reforms He Perfected. 
Then began a campaign which last­ 
ed uninterrupted for almost twelve 
rears, 
lie ran for governor in 1884 
md was beaten. Again in 1886 he ran 
for governor nnd was beaten. In 1890 
ie made a third attempt and was suc­ 
cessful aud was in a position to carry 
Into effect a number of ideas for 
which he had been battling. 
Mr. Till­ 
man had said that not enough atten­ 
tion was given by the state to agricul­ 
tural interests. 
He asserted that the 
constitution was wrong and needed 
imendment, not only as to popular 
representation among the sections, but 
also as to the disfranchisement of the

on the lines mapped out would have 
been an ideal education for a southern 
boy who was going to cope with na­ 
tional questions. 
Ills governess was 
a sister of General Chester A. Arthur, 
subsequently president of the United 
States. 
Her instruction lasted only 
about three years, when young Till­ 
man was sent to the Bethlehem acad­ 
emy. 
Following the fighting instincts 
of his race, he fled from the academy 
when he was sixteen to join the Con­ 
federate army. 
Ile did not join the 
army, because be was taken ill and 
during that illness lost his eye. 
He 
had to return to the farm, take charge 
of things for bls mother, and from the 
time he was eighteen everything in 
connection with the Tillman estate de­ 
volved oo Benjamin. 
Young Tillman had a very good 
head for business and fair executive 
ability. He can get more work out of 
three or four clerks in the committee 
room today than any other man in 
congress, because he maps it out and 
knows exactly what he wants. There 
never was a man who tried to manage 
his plantation who could get anything 
like the work out of his hands that 
Senator Tillman can. 
He remained on the farm, managing 
it for his mother, until 1884. 
By that 
time the acreage of the Tillman estate 
had increased from the 4,000 or 5,000 
acres that his mother had to 15,000 or 
16,000 acres. Tillman was running be­ 
tween thirty and forty plows when the 
seeding time came. 
Bad crops, bad times and general 
hard luck brought about a crash, and 
this seems to have been the turning 
point in the career of the young farm­ 
er. 
He began a campaign in favor of 
the more Mberal 
treatment of ‘♦he 
farming class ami for a change in con- 


negroes. 
He 
contended 
that 
taxes 
were not paid by the railroads and 
also that the sale of liquor should be 
regulated as a state institution. 
He 
carried into effect all of these reforms. 
But during that time the whole state 
of South Carolina was in a tremen­ 
dous turmoil. 
There never lvas a po­ 
litical meeting lu any part of the state 
that the women were not in a state of 
terror lest their husbands should be 
shot down aud killed. 
There were 
riots, but these were not extensive in 
fatality, and when Tillman had com­ 
pleted his program he had provided 
for the primary system in the state 
for the nomination of county and state 
officials, he had established the Clem- 
sen college for the technical education 
of farmers’ sons, he had regulated the 
sale of liquor by making it a state in­ 
stitution, he had adopted a new state 
constitution which eliminated the ne­ 
gro as a voting factor, and he had 
compelled the railroads to pay their 
taxes. 
H is fighting against the railroads 
was very dramatic. 
The railroads ap­ 
pealed to the national authorities. The 
governor ordered the attachment of 
rolling stock. 
Federal authorities ap­ 
pealed against the state. 
At one time 
five sheriffs were arrested for tying up 
locomotives on the tracks and locking 
their wheels. 
In the dispensary fight the “Darling­ 
ton war” broke out. The governor or- 
, dered out the troops to enforce the 
dispensary law. 
The troops refused 
to respond, and he called for volun- 
I teors. 
All of the farmers in the state 


I rallied to his support, and the dis 
! pensary law was upheld.

A dramatic incident that is recalled 
I by Tillman s friends occurred at Co 


I lumbia in 1890 in the campaign for

He Is endowed with a keen sense of 
;he ludicrous and a talent for calling 
ittention to various incongruities as 
:key happen. 
When he first landed in

Between Tillman in earnest and 
Tillman In jest there is a vital differ­ 
ence, and his colleagues soon learned

“Well,” replied Tillman, with a glint 
lu hi3 eye, “I hope that now you will 
be able to see the constitution.” 
A Shakespearean Scholar. 
Senator Tillman Is a Shakespearean 
scholar, and whenever he uses a quo­ 
tation from the great master it Is cor­ 
rect. 
Not having been in college, he 
never studied Greek and Latin, but he 
has pursued those studies independ­ 
ently since and frequently astonishes 
cultured men by the correctness of his 
quotations. 
Senator Tillman’s great delight out­ 
side of the senate and political life is 
the cultivation of flowers. At his home 
in Trenton, S. C., he leaves the man­ 
agement of the farm almost entirely 
to others and while there superintends 
the cultivation of flower beds. He bas 
myriads of these flower beds. 
He 
studies the seasons and has flowers 
abloom from early spring until late In 
the fall.

voy, th© Montana, President-Elect Taft 
started this morning on his visit to 
the Panama canal zone, announced 
more than a month ago. 
Mr. Taft and the party of engineers 
who will inspect the work being done 
on the canal are on the North Caro­ 
lina. 
The Montana is going along to 
watch over the safety of the vessel 
carrying the president-elect. 
As Mr. 
Taft said jocularly a few days ago 
two armor d cruisers are required to 
carry a man of his bulk on a trip of 
such importance. 
Seriously speaking, 
however, the decision to have two 
cruisers to convey the president-elect 
is a precaution suggested by certain 
senators on the ground that there is 
no legal provision for a successor to 
the presidency in the event of a fa­ 
tality 
overtaking 
a 
president-elect 
prior to his inauguration. 
The North Carolina and the Mon­ 
tana are speedy vessels, capable of 
making 22 knots if pushed, and will 
get Mr. Taft in Colon in four days. 
Mr. Taft's stay on the isthmus of 
Panama will be limited to one week. 
While there he will be the guest of 
Colonel Goethals at his residence at 
Culebra. 
Mrs. Taft accompanies her 
husband on the trip. 


Special Train for Taft Party. 
A special train will be at the dis­ 
posal of Mr. Taft and party while on 
the isthmus. 
He expects to spend 
much of his time at the site of the 
Gatun dam, as part of the work of 
the engineers with him is to ascer­ 
tain the adequacy of the natural foun­ 
dations for this structure. 
Minor 
tangles 
of 
administration 
which may be found to exist will be 
unraveled by Mr. Taft, who also will 
make it a point to give impetus to 
the general work on the canal. 
Accompanying Mr. Taft is the board 
of consulting engineers who are to 
make an examination of the Panama 
canal for the special purpose of re­ 
porting to President Roosevelt their 
opinion as to the canal work. ’They 
are Arthur P. Davis, chief engineer of 
the United States reclamation serv­ 
ice; John R. Freeman of Providence, 
R. I.; Allen Hazen of New York, 
Isham Randolph of Chicago, James j 
Dix Schuyler of Los Angeles, Cal., j 
and Frederic P. Stearns of Boston,

These 
men, 
who 
are 
numbered 
among the best civil engineers of the ! 
world, will make an unbiased and j 
frank report on the canal and the 
progress of the work. 
In particular 
they will devote part of their report 
or reports to the question of the ad­ 
visability of continuing the present 
digging of the canal on the lock plan. 
They have been urged by the presi­ 
dent to forget that the government 
has committed itself to the construc­ 
tion of a lock canal. 
If the opinion 
is that the adoption of such a plan 
instead of one aiming at the digging 
of a sea level canal was a mistake 
the engineers will say so.
